CITY ATTORNEY SILENT

Appears, Is Not Violated, and 
Even if It Were, It Is

| The action of the police commissioners 
‘in ignoring Captain John W. Ball, chief 
of police, and in placing Chairman S. 
Ward Day in charge of the work of Io- 
cating and arresting the gamblers of 
Atlanta, wll not, % seems, be made the 
subject of ‘action by members of the gen- 
eral council during the session of next 
Monday afternoon. 

Members of the general council who 
were seen yesterday appeared inclined to 
laugh over the present police board situ- 
ation. All who expressed an opinion 
stated that they 
matter to the attention of council, and 
none of them believed council would take 
any action. 

It has been generally supposed that the 
action of the police board in arranging 
for the arrest of gambiers was a vio- 
lation of the ordinance adopted by the 
general council February 3, 1902, passed 
over Mayor Mims’ veto February !7, 
1902, and known as “an ordinance to 
regulate the department of police in the 
‘city ef Atlanta.”

Sketch of Former Premier. 
Plerre Marque Erneste Waldeck-Rous- 
au was born at. Nantes, France, De- 
tember 2. 1486, and was a son of Rene 
Waldeck-Rousseau, at that time a prom- 
inent member of the assembly. 
Waldeck-Rosseau studied law at Saint 
Lazare, where he practiced for some time 
before settling at Rennes. [here he 
made first entrance into politics, being 
elected deputy in 1879. He then became 
prominent in the ranks Of the republican 
union, which was very conspicuous in 
paving the way for innovation, and the 
present republicanism, and wag consid- 
ered one of the most prominent orators 
of the assembly. His best work was for 
the reform of the judiciary. He was re- 
elected on August 2!1, I88!, and on 
November |4, of the same year, although 
only 35 years old, was admitted into 
Gambetta’s cabinet as minister of the 
interior. 
The short-lived ministry of Gambetta 
did not offer a fitting chance to Waldeck- 
Rousseau to prove his ability at that 
time. The resignation of the govern- 
Dent took place January 26, 1882. Hav- 
Ing been offered the same portfolio in 
Jules Grevy’s cabinet, he held the same 
fom February 21, ,1883, till the 
resignation of M. Grevy’s cabinet in Feb- 
Tuary, 1885. In 1886 he was elected sen-

Corsien of Postoffice Site Is 
‘ Made by Enactment of 
the Legislature. 


By an amendment to the bill by Messrs. 
McRee and West, of Lowndes, which 
cedes to the United States government 
jurisdiction over certain land in the city 
of Valdosta, adopted by the house, the 
legislature yesterday ceded to the United 
States title to and jurisdiction over the 
site for the proposed new postoffice in 
the city of Atlanta, 

The tract of land which is ceded to the 
United States government in Atlanta is 
the First Baptist church block, bound- 
ed by Forsyth, ‘Walton, Fairlie and Pop- 
lar streets, and on which Atlanta’s’ new 
postoffice and’ federal building will be 
erected. | 
An amendment by Mr. Blackburn, of 
Fulton, was also adopted, providing that 
in making this cession the state fo Geor- 
gia should retain the right to serve its 
civil and criminal processes upon this 
property, and it was also provided that 
the property should be used only for 
government purposes, and that no part of 
it should be leased or sold to any pri- 
vate party or corporation, 

The bill has passed both bodies in this 
shape and now goes to the governor for 
his signature.

Before delivering his writ of habeas 
corpus to an officer yesterday afternoon, 
Floyd furnished the following statement 
to The Constitution: 

“On July 19 I purchased at Tallahassee, 
Fla., a ticket to St. Louis. I was on my 
way to St. Louis and had the delusion 
that I had made a scientific discovery 
and the delusion was the result of drink- 
ing too much corn whisky. When I reath- 
ed Atlanta I went to the Piedmom and 
I think I registered as Williangs. I also 
remember that I was struck on the head 
by a raan with whom I had a difficulty. I 
Was arrested and afterwards taken in 
charge by Dr. Pinckney. I am convinced 
that I have completely recovered and my 
mind is now perfectly sound. When 1 de- 
cided to leave the sanitarium Tuesday I 
was informed that if I did so I would be 
turned over to the police. That is why I 
am here now. I will apply to the courts 
for a writ of habeas corpus if I can get 
some friend on the outside to assist me.”

His writ of habeas corpus is given in 
full, as it is the first and only writ of the 
kind ever taken out in Georgia by the 
man himself who wanted his freedom. 
The writ is as follows:

Conference on Money Bill. 


The general appropriations bil] was 


again taken up at the beginning of the 
afternoon session, the senate having re- 


fused to recede from any of its amend- 
ments except that appropriating $29,000 
to rebuild science hall at the state 
university, for which a special Dill had 
already been passed. 

The senate amendments were again 
taken up one by one, and the house de- 
cided to agree to the senate amendments 
relating to the employees of the genate 
and the house, and several other minor 
senate amendments were agreed to, the 
house withdrawing its objection. 

When the state sanitarium and com- 
mon school fund appropriations were 
reached, the house refused to budge an 
inch, deciding to hold out for the amounts 
fixed in the original bill. The house 
had fixed the sanitarium appropriation 
at $330,000 and the senate increased it 
to $350,000. The house made the 
common school fund $1,000,000 and the 
senate cut it down to $900,000. These 
are the main items with which the con-

Several minor 
amendments were then agreed to, after 
which the following conference commit- 
tee on general appropriations was ap- 
pointed on the part of the house:

It 
required a constitutional majority of 
88 votes to be passed.
